Plant your choices 'in shade
trées as you would any coh-
tainer grown plant, Prepare a
planting hole deeper and wider
than the root ball of the tree.
Place the root:ball on a nound
of soll plled up in the bottom of
the hole so that the nursery
dirt-ring is ' slightly above
ground level. Fill it with soll
and water to get rid of air
holes, After planting be sure to
watch the leaves of the trees
for signs of wilting in the first
two or three weeks—it takes
that long for the trees to grow.
